But contrarily{it fared; as they had the Law in Tables 
of ſtone, ſo theſe had no lefle imprinted in their hearts; 
and as the Law of Scripture ſhall ery the one,the Law of 
Nature ſhall judge the other, Amongft whom, the groſ- 
ſet Atheiſt, cuen Daenids | rg ergy who hath faid 
in his heart there is. no » hath a: Conſcience to- 
ſchoole him at one time or other; and to tell him that 
God will indge him.
